CITRRENT TRENDS 
Week Ending 30 Merch 1946 


Tr: annual admission rate per 1,900 for All Causes continues to drop, as it reaches 725 this week as 
Compared with 730 for lest week, and 735 for the week before. The rate a year ago for the corresponding 
period was 7%9, Variations from the preceding week are relatively moderate in all Districts, The largest 
drop, 21.3%, is registered by the 3rd District as its rate passed from 709 to 558, while the largest 
increase, 13.0%, is recorded in the 7th District whose rate jumped from 392 to 443, The 5th District has 
the highest rate with 1037, while the th and 7th Districte are lowest with 443, 


~The combined rate for Respiratory Diseases remains practically at the same level as last week, with a 
rate of 193.7 as compared to 193.5 reported then. It 4g nearly 14% below the rate of a year ago. Only 
five Districts show improvement over last week; the largest drov, 41.4% is registered by the 6th District 
as is rate falls from 241.0 to 141.2; the lst, 4th, 5th and 12th Districts show drops ranging from 23.2% 
for the lst District, down to 4.8% for the 5th District. The increases, however, are more moderate; the 
largest one, 29.5%, is registered by the 7th Naval District as its rate passes from last week's low of 
57.9, to this. week's value of 75.9, which is next to the lowest, 53.7, reported by the Potomac and Severn 
River Commands, The 5th District is still highest, with 362.4, 


INFLITENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE, The combined rate of 112.8 for these two diseases marks a 
further improvement over the vrevious week. Moreover, thet rate is almost 2% below the one reported a 
year ago. Marked improvement is shown in ell but the 7th, Sth, and Sth Districts. Thus, a decreage ag 
high as 42.6% is recorded by the 6th District when its rate falls from 168.2 to %.6; it is followed by 

the lst and 4th Districts whose rates drop 32.4% and 28.1% resnectively. Other Mietricts show decreases 
ranging from 22% for the 12th District, down to nesr negligeable vrovortions as in case of the 3rd. District. 
Although its rate increased over 57% from the preceding week, the 7th District is still lowest with 43.7; 

it is followed closely by the Potomac and Severn River Commands with a rate of 4L.2. The 5th District 
continues to lead ell otherswith a rate of 246.0. 


PIE MONIA<-BRONCHO AND LOBAR, The combined rate for these two diseases dropped from 1.5 last week to 
1.4 this week; this difference is insignificant when these rates are commered to the high rete of 4.0 
reported a year ago. The Potomac end Severn River Commands, the 5th, 9th, 12th end 13th Districts are on 
the decrease, while the other Districts are either stetionary or increesing. The maxium rate of 3.3 is 
reported by the 3rd District, The two River Commends as well es the 6th, loth and 13th Districts show no 
incidences, 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL, This disease dronned further from 3.6 last week to 3.3 this week; it still 
compares unfavorably with lest year's rate of 2.0. Marked improvement is shown by the 6th District as its 
rate drovs from 20.1 lsst week to 9.9 this week. The llth District now leads with 11.4. The lst, 4th, 7th, 
Sth and 13th Districts, and the Potomac end Severn River Commands report no incidences. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. A slight increase is registered by these two diseases for the 
week, as their combined rate goes from 73.0 to 76.3. The latter is very near lest year's level of 78.0 for 
the corresponding period. The Potomac and Severn River Commands more than donble their last week's rate, 
as the latter jumps from 11.2 to 24.5, The rate for the 13th Distr*ct jumps nearly 52% to 71.2, Other 
variations from the past week, however, are mich more moderate; the largest one, a drop of 34%, is recorded 
by the 6th District as its rate falls from 52.7 to 34.7. The 9th District leads again this week, with 157.9, 
while the two River Commands are still lowest with 24.5, 


SCARLET FEVSR. This disease continues its downward course as its rate drops to 16.1 as compared with 
17.2 for the past week, and 19.3 for the week before. It is approximately 38% below the rete reported a 
year ago. Slight improvement is noted in the three Naval Districts whose rates have been displaying epidemic 
proportions, the 5th, 9th end llth Districts with respective values of 40.5, 26.4 and 34.6, Other Districts 
heve rates renging from 0 to 4,1. 


MEASLES. This disease is also continuing on its downward trend, as its rate reaches 12.2; nevertheless, 
this rate is anvroximately 50% higher than the one reported a year ago, The 6th and llth Districts, who were 
at the too for the vast two weeks, still continue to lead with rates of 29.7 end 35.8 respectively, merking 
further rises over the previous week, The most significant amelioration is shown by the Potomac and Severn 
River Commands whose rate during the week dropped from 3.4 to 1.9, and by the 8th District whose rate meen- 
while drocned from 12.8 to 4.1. The 7th and 13th Districts reported no incidences,
